The lum ber business of the Pacific coait 
has increased from a single sm all sawm ill 
in 1846, situated near Bodega, Sonoma 
connty, to over 350 m ills a t the present 
tim e, w ith a cutting capacity of nearly 
1,000.000,000 feet annnally. 
The m ill at 
Bcdega was erected by some Russians, but 
was purchased in 1848 by a Connecticut 
man. 
H arry Meiggs was among the fin t 
to engage extensively in the m anufacture 
of lum ber on the coast, and had sawmills 
in the redwooods of Sonoma and M endo­ 
cino counties as early as the year 1850. 
D aring the next year the first sawmill on 
Puget Sound was built. 
Among the first, 
if not the firat mill erected in the Sierras, 
was th a t belonging to 


GENERAL SCTTER, 
Built on the Am erican river in 1848, and 
which will be rem em bered in California 
history as being connected w ith the discov­ 
ery of gold. 
Soon after this discovery the 
m ountains were teem ing w ith m yriads of 
gold-seekers, towns literally sprang up in 
a day, and the dem and for lum ber increased 
rapidly. 
B ut a very short tim e sufficed to 
remove all the tim ber from the foothills 
and lesa elevated regions, and the sawmills 
were driven to the higher parts of the 
mountains. 
As far back as 186S, C. H. 
Reed, President of th e S tate Board of A gri­ 
culture, in his report to th a t body, esti­ 
m ated th a t at least one-third of the acces­ 
sible tim ber on tbe coast had been c a t off 
or destroyed, and it would require but 
forty years more at th a t rate of consum p­ 
tion to exhaust the supply. 
The tim ber of 
California consists principally of pine of 
various species, tbe m ost valuable being 
sugar pine (Pi/iiM Lam btrtiim a). 
This tree 
is rem ark able for the size of its cones, which 
hane in clusters of three or four from the 
ends of the large branches, resem bling or­ 
nam ental tassels. 
The size of the tree is 
gigantic, frequently reaching 300 feet in 
bight, and tw elve to fifteen feet in diam ­ 
eter. 
Instancea are reported where a sin­ 
gle tree has been ca t up into G5,000 feet of 
lam ber. 
* 
THE EXPORT OF LUMBER 


B y sea has been enormous, the Pacific 
caast of 
South Am erica 
being alm ost 
wholly dependent on our supplies, while 
large quantities are yearly shipped to A us­ 
tralia, China, India and the islands of the 
Pacific ocean, even some being shipped to 
New Y ork C ity. 
The W ashoe excitem ent 
of 1861, and the consequent dem and for 
lum ber, cansed the attention of lum ber­ 
men to be directed tow ard tbe region su r­ 
rounding Lake Tahoe. 
A great deal of 
this tim ber was probably considered by 
Mr. 
Reed in 1868 as inaccessible, but 
m .n ’a ingenuity has constructed sbutes, 
flames, railroads and other appliances, u n ­ 
til it can now all be reached. 
Piacer 
county, as shown by statistics, contains 
the largest num her of sawmills, and w ith the 
end in view of obtaining some inform ation 
as to the m odas operandi of reaching this 
apparently inaccessible tim ber, and other 
inform ation of interest to the public, a 
R e c o rd -U n io n reporter called on Alien 
Towle, of Dutch Flat. 
M r. Towle is the 
senior member of the firm of Towle Bros., 
who have been engaged in the lum ber 
business for nearly a q narter of a century. 
He was found at the office of the firm a t 
the above-named town, and the following 
inform ation, relative to their operations, 
was soon obtained : A bout tbe year 1854 a 
small water-power mill, w ith a daily ca­ 
pacity of less than 5,000 feet, was erected 
a short distance above the present tow n of 
D utch F lat, by H am let Davis, now a resi­ 
dent of Trnckee. 
In the year 1859 
TOWLE BROS. 
Purchased this mill. 
G reater activity in 
the mines, and the energy and business 
ability of the firm, soon increased their 
trade, and more m ills were erectfd, the 
first being at Lost Camp. 
The construc­ 
tion of the C entral Pacific Railroad, w ith 
its immense consum ption yf lum ber, and 
the additional facilities for transportation 
which it afforded, called for m uch greater 
facilities for m anufacturing lum ber. 
Sev­ 
eral mills were built a t various point* ad­ 
jacent to the line of the railroad and aa far 
east as Donner lake, a t which place a mill 
was constructed having a daily capacity of 
100.000 feet. 
U p to the present tim e 
this firm have built and bonght thirteen 
mills, only four, three steam and one w ater­ 
power. being now in operation. 
These 
four 
have 
a 
daily capacity 
of 
over 
150.000 feet. 
In a very short period 
of 
tim e the 
tim ber 
easily 
accessible 
from the railroad was exhansted and it be­ 
came necessary to devise some means of 
bringing the more d istant lum ber to some 
shipping point. 
A tram w ay eleven miles 
in length was constructed. 
I t extended 
from a depot on tbe C entral Pacific R ail­ 
road, known as “ AJta woodshed,” toward 
Bear river, the motive power being horse*. 
This mode of transportation was soon found 
inadequate to supply the increasing de­ 
mands for lumber, and in 1876 a railroad 
of the narrow-gauge standard w as bnilt. 
This road has been extended from tim e to 
tim e un til it is now over fifteen miles in 
length. 
I t is equipped w ith three engines 
and sixty cars ; has all the m odern im prove­ 
ment-, including snow-plows. 
There are 
now about one hundred men engaged in 
extending the ro ad over Lowell-hill divide 
into Steep-hollow basin, where a new m ill 
will be erected. 
In th eic various depart­ 
m ents, including th e factory a t the “ wood­ 
shed,” there are over three hundred men 
employed. 
Last year over 
ELEVEN MILLION FEET 
Of lum ber was sawed in their m ills, and it 
is expected to increase th a t production to 
over 12,000,000 feet the present season. 
They have shipped lam ber as far east as 
Colorado, b n t present trade is lim ited on 
the east by U tah and on the south by 
Texas. 
They are now shipping several 
carloads daily to their yard in Tncaon, 
Arizona. 
Beside the yard in Tncson, and 
the one on the C entral Pacific, a t the te r­ 
m inas of th eir narrow-guage, th ey have 
established a yard in W heatland, and one 
in N ew castle. 
A t this juncture M r. Towle 
suggested th at a trip over their railroad 
m ight bo of interest, and accordingly, after 
a refreshing night’s rest, he accompanied 
yonr reporter to the m ills, pointing o u t the 
objects of interest on the way. 
T ne m orn­ 
ing was perfect. 
The atm osphere redolent 
of the spruce and pine foresta ; the grandeuT 
of nature, w ith her lofty, pine-clad m oun­ 
tains, immense canyons and giddy preci­ 
pices, setting into insignificance the grand­ 
est achievem ents of man. 
Crowning all, 
the sun ju st rising over the snow-capped 
peaks, cast its refulgent rays over the 
scene, beantifying it beyond description. 
Leaving the C entral Pacific depot, the 
road for more th an a m ile is lined on both 
aides by 
HUGE PILE-» OF LUMBER. 
From the lum ber-yard the train 
begins 
clim bing the m ountains a t an average as­ 
cent of over tw o hundred feet to the m ile; 
skirts a pelncid m ountain stream , charm ­ 
ing in its pnrity, frothing as it plunges 
over falls ; again peacefully w inding its 
way tow ard th e valley below. 
The ruins 
of old saw-milla are passed on either side, 
until the sum m it between Canyoa creek 
and Bear river is reached. 
From this place 
the train plunged down a grade equal to 
the 
one ju st clim bed—winding sronnd 
curves, some of which have a radios of 
less than one hundred feet ; crossing can­ 
yons at dizzy hights, recalling very vividly 
to mind th a t poem by Saxe : 
Sinfing- through the forest*», 
Rattling over ridge», 
shooting under urche*. 
Humbling over bridges¿ 
Whizzing o’er tbe mountain», 
Buzzing through the vale ; 
Bless me, this is pleasant— 
Biding on tbe rati ! 
About three miles farth er brings to view 
the first 
mill 
now in 
operation—the 
“ K earearge.” 
A halt and an inspection 
of the works is here m ads. 
T he m ost ex­ 
pensive p art in the m annfactnre of lam ber 
is transporting the logs to the mills, called 


lo g a INC. 
• 
# 
For this purpose branch railroads ran in 
various direction* from the mill. 
The 
tim ber land lying in the roughest m ountain 
regions, num erous appliances are used to 
bring thp logs w ithin reach of the railway. 
Tbe logs lying cear'the road, handled by 
th e engines by m eans of pulleys and ropes, 
are dragged to the cars. 
Uther place* ears 
are lowered down a tramway into tha 


canyons, loaded w ith logs, tightly secured, 
and again hoisted to the road. 
On the 
’'f la ts ” logs are hanled by oxen, of which 
about 150 head are employed. 
Above the 
railway, chotes are constructed. 
These 
chutes are form ed of logs laid ia a V shape, 
into which the logs are placed, the descent 
being sufficient to carry them down the 
m ountain side. 
In other places, less pre­ 
cipitous, “ skid ro ad s” are bnilt, by laying 
sm all logs in a road like the ties on a rail- 
w av track. 
Logs are fastened together 
and resem ble a train of cars as they are 
dragged by oxen along these skid roads. 
Leaving this m ill the train, still on the 
down grade, soon reaches the Bear Valley 
m ill. 
A t this m ill is a particularly large 
chute, which deserves more than a pass­ 
ing notice. 
I t rnns down a * '

over 1,500 feet in a distance of 2,600 feet. 
T he lock plnnge into a large reservoir 
formed by constructing a dam across Bear 
river. 
W ith such velocity do they de­ 
scend th a t sometimes, striking a log float­ 
ing in the reservoir, th ey are throw n a 
distance of more than 300 feet u p th e side 
of tlje opposite m ountain. 
A fter appeas­ 
ing an appetite sharpened by the pare 
m ountain air, a “ construction ” train was 
boarded and a trip made np the 


STEEP HOLLOW EXTENSION, 
This road ia building on a grade of 192 
feet to the mile, and is nearly completed 
to the sum m it of the ridge. 
From this 
ridge a retrospective view was taken, as 
well as a view of the tim ber in Steep H ol­ 
low basin, scarcely as y et disturbed by the 
woodman’s ax. 
T his tim ber is some of the 
finest in the State, and Towle B tos. own 
over 10,000 acres of it. 
This retrospective 
em braced the tw o mills ju st visited, with 
all the various works connected (herew ith, 
and presented a busy aspect scarcely to be 
expected in such a place. 
From here the 
train returned 
“ withoHt 
stoppage 
or 
change of cars, ” to the depot on the Cen 
tral Pacific, where Mr. Towle’a carriage 
conveyed us to D utch F lat in tim e for 
supper.

The r.Ki’ORD-UsioN detircs to point outto 
the farm- is and the hydiaulic miners that 
the tim e has come tor a settlem ent of their 
dispute. 
The decision of Judge Temple 
is in all probability the tiuai exposition of 
the law on the debris question. 
The prob­ 
ability of a reversal of the conclusions to 
which Judge Temple has came is so slight 
as not to w arraut further litigation on the 
part of the defendants. 
The interview 
with Ham ilton Sm ith, which we published 
yesterday, indicates th a t the m iners them ­ 
selves entertain very little hope or expects 
tion of a mote favorable decision should 
they conclude to appeal their cause. 
The 
farmers, on th eir side, lavo gained all that 
they can reasonably dem aud. 
They have 
obtained a judicial decision declaring that 
they are entitled to com plete protection 
for their property from the dow of debris 
from the 
mines. 
T hey are no longer 
harassed by th e uncertainties and dangers 
attending the prospect of an indefinite 
continuance of the erosion of the hills. 
It is true th a t they are still menaced by 
the accnm ulation of debris 
which has 
already passed beyond the restraining in­ 
fluence of dams, but they have a right to 
look to Congress for relief from this dan­ 
ger, and it cannot be doubted th a t the 
national legislature will recognize its-ob­ 
ligation in the premises. 
A part from this 
consideration the fanners have good reason 
for congratulation, and since the leading 
miners appear disposed to accept the situa­ 
tion, and to conform to the conditions pre* 
scribed by Judge Temple in his decree, it 
m ust lie obvious to every intelligent mind 
th at the tim e has arrived for a friendly 
meeting between the representatives of 
the parties to the controversy, w ith a 
view to a final settlem ent which shall ren­ 
der further litigation unnecessary. 
H am ilton Sm ith said to a correspondent 
of the R ecord U nion th a t “ If the valley 
“ people accept in good faith the decision 
“ of Jndge Temple, it is understood th a t it 
“ will not be considered altogether unpal- 
“ atable to the m iners. 
For the past two 
“ or three years this cloud of litigation has 
“ hung over these mining properties, si- 
“ m ost ruining their valnes, and the com- 
“ prom ise m easure proposed 
by Judge 
“ Tem ple they hope will Anally settle and 
“ end this bitter controversy. 
Leading 
“ hydraulic mine owners on the Yuba river 
“ propose at once to take steps tow ards the 
“ construction of dams for holding back 
“ the heavy debris from their mines, in 
“ accordance w ith th e decision. 
They say 
“ th a t they have long before proposed to 
“ the valley people below them th a t the 
“ m iners would impound the debris which 
“ may in future come from their mines, 
“ provided the General G overnm ent or 
“ the S tate would take care of the exist- 
“ ing deposits of debris in the Yubs, which 
“ represent the sccnm ulationa of mining 
“ for the past th irty years.” 
H ere is the 
basis for an arrangem ent which can be 
made w ithout any difbculty by a Joint 
Convention of Farm ers and M iners, acd 
which will have the advantage of settling 
the whole m atter in dispute Anally and 
economically. 
If, as now appears, the minera are will­ 
ing to accept the situation, it is perfectly 
evident th a t there can be no necessity for 
farth er legal proceedings. On the strength 
of Jndge Tem ple's decision the farmers 
could doubtless proceed to sue out injunc­ 
tions upon all the hydraulic mines, and this 
would be the natural course supposing that 
the miners refused to accept th a t decision 
as final 
B ut if they recognize the futility 
of farther resistance, as Mr. Sm ith clearly 
intim ates their disposition to do, then it is 
the part of wisdom for both sides to m eet 
and exchange guarantees, and arrange the 
term s of a conclusive compromise. 
The 
basis of th a t compromise is already clearly 
m arked out by Judge Temple, 
I t m nst 
proceed npon the understanding th a t the 
m iners are to take care of the heavier 
debris, and th a t until they have erected 
the necessary restraining works they are to 
cease mining. 
The farm ers on their side 
wonld be required to agree not to take any 
further proceedings in the Courts sgainst 
the miners, provided th a t the latter ad­ 
hered faithfully to th eir com pact. 
As the 
law has been decided to rest w ith thefarm ers 
it is plain th a t they need not apprehend 
any evasion on the part of the m iners, since 
the latter can now have no hope bnt in a 
loyal fnlflllm ent of the conditions laid down 
by Judge Temple. 
/ 
The situation is m ost favorable to a Joint 
Convention of this kind. 
H itherto such a 
proposition has been ham pered by the 
difficulty of finding binding guarantees. 
The recent decision has removed th at diffi­ 
culty entirely, for it has given the people 
of the valley a commanding position. They 
m ust therefore realize th a t they have to­ 
day the best possible guarantee for the 
observance in good 
faith of 
w hatever 
term s m ay be agreed npon. 
The miners 
on their part have to make their choice 
between continuance in a probably hope­ 
less litigstjpn, and final acceptance of a 
situation which is really identical with that 
which they have alrsady endeavored to 
bring abont. 
There are no doubt some 
among the valley residents who are dis­ 
posed to posh litigation all the harder 
because of their present success. 
W e ad­ 
dress ourselves, however, to the reason and 
intelligence of our readers on both sides, 
and aak them to conaider candidly w hat 
possible good fnrther litigation can effect, 
if the miners are willing to concede all th at 
such litigation conld gain, w ithont it ? 
W e write in the interest of both par­ 
ties ; in the interest of good feeling and 
economy. 
I t is for the best good of Cali­ 
fornia th at this case should be settled 
speedily. 
Both parties have already ex­ 
pended far more npon it than they can 
afford. 
If, therefore, at this stage of the 
case it is possible to obtain an adjustm ent 
on the bssis of Judge Tem ple's decision, 
we are very em phatically of opinion th a t 
this is the wisest coarse to take. 
N either 
has anything to lose by such a course. 
A 
Jo in t Convention cannot take anything 
from the deelared rights of the farmers, 
nor make the position of the minors other 
than it ia. 
W hat it can do is to save ex* 
pense, and to afford an opportunity for 
bnryibg the h a tc h e t; and these two con- 
aiderations appear to us quite sufficient 
justification for it. 
If the miners will 
declare th eir willingness to 
m eet 
the 
farm ers in Jo in t Convention for this pur­ 
pose, we feel confident th a t the leading 
minds among the farm ers will prom ptly 
indorse the proposition. 
There is actually 
no use or need for farther litigation. 
Praotieally the issue has been decided. 
W e propose, therefore, th at both aides 
shsll m eet in convention and ratify the 
compact above outlined, and we do not 
doubt th a t in adopting this course much 
costly and tedious and irritating litigation 
will be avoided, and the way opened for 
the resum ption of those cordial relations 
between the residents of the mountains 
and the valleys which it is the interest of 
every good citizen to restore and maintain. 


BISMARCK 
POINTS 
WITH 
PRIDE. 


Bismarck has been citing the United 
States tariff as a proof th a t Protection is 
an excellent thing. 
He says th a t a system 
under which a country has bnilt up such 
an excellent trade m ust be a good one. 
U nfortunately for the force of this obser­ 
vation it is based upon an egregious fal­ 
lacy. 
For the U nited States does not pos­ 
sess an excellent trade in any products 
which are affected by the tariff. 
The ex­ 
port trade consists mainly of raw pro­ 
ducts with which the tariff does not in ter­ 
fere, but when these are elim inated from 
the statistical returns, there rem ains a 
very beggarly array of em pty tables to 
represent our foreign commerce in Ameri. 
can m anufactures. 
I t goes w ithout saying 
th a t in a nation of fifty millions there 
m ust be a Urge field for the consumption 


at home of dom estic m anuractnrcs, 
Bnt 
it is the foreign trade which is the test of 
the .fiscal system , and if K sm arct had 
ever exam ined the statistics of th a t trade 
he would not have referred to the United 
States as dem onstrating th e fuperiority of 
the P rut ctive system . 
T hat system has 
fettered and alm ost destroyed our foreign 
trade. 
I t has rendered us incapable of 
securing the m arkets even of our next-door 
neighbors. 
Free Trade Knglasd walks in 
and carries off the cream of all the trade 
in Mexico, and Canada, and Central and 
South America, and the W est Indies, aud 
the Sandwich Islands, and Japan and 
China, while our m anufacturers cannot do 
anything because their goods are too costly 
ia most cases, acd because in others the 
tariff prevents them fron^entering into any 
transactions in the nature of barter, the raw 
produce of foreigu countries being tabooed 
by our Custom houses. 
So it is th a t while 
the foreign trade of England is constantly 
expanding, th a t 
of the U nited States 
grows sluggishly, 
slowly and little. 
If 
Bism arck 
wished 
to em ploy 
us as a 
“ shocking exam ple" he could not have 
done b etter than to make the reference 
he did, b u t to point w ith pride to this 
country as showing the excellence of Pro­ 
tection was as unfortunate a blunder as he 
has ever perpetrated.

Acoording to T rescoit the situation in 
Peru is a particularly em bar .3aing one. 
H e says there is no doubt th a t the delay 
in reaching a final settlem ent between 
Chile and Peru ia due to the belief of the 
Peruvians th a t the U nited States will in­ 
tervene, and th a t the Chileans believe this 
also, and are consequently nndecided w hat 
to do. 
T rescott is of opinion th a t while 
this uncertainty lasts it will be impossible 
to briDg the dispute to a term ination, 
aad th a t therefore if the G overnm ent of 
the U nited States has any intention of 
intervening, it ought to act now. 
As an 
additional inducem ent to this end (for it 
can be regarded in no other light), he ex­ 
presses his firm belief th a t should the 
U nited S tates declare its determ ination 
not to intervene there will follow almost 
im m ediate intervention by at least two 
Karopean powers. 
Unless the quarrel 
betw een Chile and Peru is adjusted so 
th a t the latter can begin the work of re­ 
building a state before long, there ia danger 
th at the country may d rift into a condition 
of practically hopeless anarchy. 
Interven­ 
tion by European powers, however, would 
bring as face to face w ith the recent diplo­ 
m atic expansion of the Monroe doctrine, 
and in th a t event the consequences m ight 
be som ewhat em barrassing,

PROGRESS 
OF 
THB UTAH 
CHURCH. 


C h icag o , Ja n e 15th.—Professor Edward 
Benner* Superintendent of the Salt Lake 
Academy, which has been established at Salt 
Lake City, U tah, under the auspices of the 
blew W est Education Commission, delivered 
an address last evening on the progress of the 
Church in U tah. 
He said that neither tne 
Poland bill, the death of Brigham Young, 
the approach of the Union Pacific Railroad 
nor the entrance of commercial travelers had 
any effect on the growth of Mormonism ; but 
it Btood and grew in the midst of them all. 
The Mormons had increased at the rate of 
3,000 a year from immigration, and the devo­ 
tion of the people to their religion seemed as 
strong as ever. 
Nothing had ever been able 
to overcome their devotion to Mormonism, 
and probably nothing ever wonld lie able to 
reach and convert the adult population ; but 
the children were susceptible to religious im­ 
pressions. 
By a careful and conciliatory 
policy the suspicion and prejudice of the 
Mormons against schools had not been too 
great to be overcome. 
A bout 1,500 pupils 
were now taught in the schools of which the 
Bpeaker had charge. 
In the academy there 
were 250 pupils, and the remainder were edu­ 
cated in twelve free schools.

C. Bartlett, a workman, immedi­ 
ately jumped into the fl iod and rescued two 
girle, aud at least fifteen others were saved 
before being saept under the bridge.

Nab street, and were there drawn o u t; but 
others were swept by and under the culvert» 
at Sou'.h street to certain death. 
Five bodies 
have been recovered. They are those of Date 
Cilderuian, George F. Scoville, A. K. Saund­ 
ers attorney-at-law ; Edward Tilford, son of 
S E Tilford ; George W .

WILY 
WILSON. 


The Albuquerque Major Meets M isfortune 
la Santa Fe. 


The following ap;>eared a few days since 
in the Ntic Mexican, published at Santa Fe. 
The Wile on spoken of is one Robert Fitzger­ 
ald, who lived in Sacramento a few years 
since, was an 
insurance agent, and for 
a time pnbiisher of a small paper here called 
the Sentinel: 
On Wednesday morning a man named 
Wilson, accompanied by fcis wife and child, 
reached Santa Fe from the south, and went 
to the Exchange Hotel. 
Among the first 
things hn did upon his arrival was to repair 
to the office of Colonel Max Frost, to whom 
he introduced himsetf. 
He was a pleasant 
talker, and after a somewhat lengthy conver­ 
sation, daring which he incidentally men­ 
tioned many business engagements with which 
he had beeu connected, and wherein various 
and sundry fortunes had been made and lost, 
he told his new friend th at he was a Masen, 
and was somewhat low in fncds, in which 
position he found it necessary to ask a®Hist- 
ance from a fellow-member of the mystic 
brotherhocd 
In making this confession of 
poverty and dependence, the wife was not 
forgotten end the child was allm ed to with 
effect. 
The result of the v>ait was that 
Colonel Frost assisted the unfortunate gentle* 
man to the extent of eight or ten dollars, 
whereupon the stranger departed. 
Colonel 
Frost then telegraphed to the Lodge of which 
Wilson claimed to be a member, asking 
whether or not his representations were cor­ 
rect. 
A short time afterwards Tom Hughes, 
of Albuquerque, dropped in just to "ru b ” 
Frost a little. 
He b-ui found out what had 
occurred, and, gleefully Fubbing his bands, 
proceeded to have his fun : 
" So you helped the M aj jr. did you ?” 
" W hat M<*jor ?” 
** W akely.” 
" W ho’s W akely ?” 
" W hy Wilson, of coarse,” said Hughes 
with th at well-known m erry laugh. 
" Yes, I helped W ilson.” 
“ So we did m Albnqne.que,” 
“ W hat do yon mean V 
“ W hy, th at Wilson, whom you helped, is 
Maj or W akely, the well-known beat, who 
lived on the people of Albuqueirpxe for 
weeks.” 
Then the discomfiture of Colonel Frost be­ 
came apparent in his face, while Hughes 
fairly beamed. 
The latter put ¡Q ten or fif­ 
teen minutes of solid laughing, in which he 
was assisted by some other good teasers. 
A t 
first the Colonel was disposed to get mad, but 
he reconsidered and lau.rhed too. 
During 
this pleasant little visit from his friends a 
dispatch arrived in answer to the one sent. 
I t denounced Wilson as a fraud, and upon its 
receipt Colonel Frost did get angry. 
He took 
Hughes out, and the two went down the 
street, the one to see fun and the other to get 
even. 
On the way Colonel Frost stopped 
and got a whip sixteen feet in length; the 
same having been lent him by a friend. 
He 
wrapped it up in a newspaper, and thus con­ 
cealed carried it through the streets to Her- 
low’s. to which house W ils »n had moved from 
the Exchange. 
Wilson was fouad in the 
office. Colonel Frost and bis second advanced. 
The ominous weapon was revealed to the 
fraud, and iu thunder tones the Colonel or­ 
dered him to " give up ” the dinero. 
Wilson 
weakened. 
He asked his creditor not to 
thrash him. and again Hughes beamed, as the 
memory of hew Wilson had become bis debtor 
ia Albuquerque came hack to him, and he 
saw that he was to have revenge. 
Wilson 
by this time had recovered biuioeic somewhat 
and began to protest. 
" P ay me th at money. 
This is isn’t Albu­ 
querque. 
You have no fools to deal with 
now, said Frost, looking at Hughes, whose 
countenance fell at once at his reference. 
Wilson turned over $2 75, which is all he had. 
Colonel Frost gave him until this morning to 
leave the city, and took possession of his 
trunk. 
H e wa* inexorable. 
This time the 
wife-and-child plea had no effect on him. He 
would release the trunk when the balance 
was paid him, aud not before, and after say­ 
ing this he left. 
Ia a few hours Mrs. W il­ 
son brought 
the money to his office and 
got her trunk. 
Tne happy family left Santa 
F e by the next train. 
Hughes tells this story 
with great zest, all except th at part about the 
reference to the Albuquerque dupe.*, and Col­ 
onel Frost has a lingering idea that h i got 
even with the M ajor and his tormentors. 


D ea th o f “ 3 am S l ic k. ” — Charles Stowell, 
better known as “ Sam Slick,” died in San 
Francisco on the 6ih of June. 
Mr. Stoweil 
was born in Vermont, and moved W est when 
but 15 years of age. 
For many years he was 
engaged iu navigating the Mississippi and 
other W estern rivers in the capacity of pilot, 
m ate and captain. 
In 1850 ho came to Cali­ 
fornia. and for about thirty years was en­ 
gaged in navigating the Sacramento river and 
its 
tributaries. 
Mr. Stoweil, or 
“ Sam 
Slick,” as he was familiarly called, was well 
known to the people of Sacramento. 
In 
1850 he was first mate on the steamer 
Eclipse, th at plied between this city and San 
Francisco. 
He had charge of various vessels 
for the California Steam Navigation Com­ 
pany, and had the reputation of being one of 
the beet river navigators on the coast. 
The 
last vessel he commanded was the steamer 
Parthenius, th at plied between San F ran­ 
cisco and Antioch. 
About three years ago 
his health failed him, and he retired to his 
home in San Francisco and lived comfortably 
off of a fortune th at he h id laid by from the 
earniugs of years of toil. 
Mr. Stoweil at 
the time of his death was about 65 years of 
age. 
He leaves a wife and one child.

RESUSCITATION OF THE DROWNED. 


From Dr. F. W. Hatch, of this city, Sec­ 
retary of the State Board of Health, a circu­ 
lar just issued by that body has been received, 
which gives directions for the resuscitation of 
the drowned and the test methods to be 
adopted on the spot. 
The circular reads as 
follows : 
The season for deep water, especially sea- 
hathing, being at hand, tha State Board of 
Health issues the following advice and direc­ 
tions, which may be profitably adopted in 
case of accident by drowning. 
They are sim­ 
ple, always available, require no delay, and 
can be effectually practiced by any intelligent 
person, until medical aid can be obtained. 
M any lives are annually lost by drowning, 
through ignorance on the part of bystanders 
of the proper method of restoration, and 
many sacrificed by the use of inefficient* and 
improper means. 
The plan of treatm ent 
proposed is the “ Direct Method ” suggested 
by Dr. Howard and adopted by tpe New 
York Life Saving Institution. 
■ 1. Instantly turn the patient downward, 
with a large firm roll of glothing under his 
stomach and chest. 
Place one of his wrists 
or arms under his forehead, so as ta keep hi9 
mouth off the ground. 
Press with all your 
weight, or with a force proportioned to the 
age of the patient, two or three times, for 
fonr or five seconds each time, upon the pa­ 
tient's back, below the shoulder-blades, so 
th at the water may be pressed out of the 
lungs and stomach, and drained freely out of 
the mouth. 
2. Quickly turn the patient, face upward, 
with tne roll of clothing under his back, just 
below the shoulder blades, so as to make the 
head hang back as low as possible. 
Place the 
patient’s hands above his head, where they 
may be secured by a handkerchief or cord. 
Kneel with the patient between your knee.j, 
and fix your elbows firmly against your hips. 
Now, grasping the lower part of the patient’s 
naked chest, squeeze his two sides together, 
pressing gradually forward with all your 
weight for about three Beconda, until your 
face is nearly over the face of the patient. 
Then with a push suddenly jerk yourself 
back. 
Rest about three seconds ; then begin 
again repeating these bellows-blowing move­ 
ments about eight or ten times a minute, for 
at least one hour, or until the patient breathes 
naturally. By these altercate movements foul 
air is pressed out of the lungs and pure air 
drawn in. 
The above directions m ust be used on the 
spot, the first instant the patient is taken 
from the water. 
Lose no time. 
A moment’s 
delay and success may bs hopeless. 
Observe 
that neither apparent death, nor much delay 
in the appearance of the signs of life, afford 
just grounds for despair. 
Perseverance is of­ 
ten rewarded by success, even after an appa­ 
rently hopeless prolongation of insensibility. 
A ct promptly and steadily, following closely 
the rules given. 
Prevent crowding around 
the patient. 
Fresh air is essential. 
Should 
the patient commence to breathe, be careful 
not to interrupt the first 
short 
natural 
breaths. 
If they be long apart, carefully 
continue betwesu them the bellows-blowing 
movements a* before. 
Af&r breathing is 
.regular, let the patient be rubbed dry and 
wrapped io warm blankets. 
As soon as the 
patieut cm certainly swallow, a little warm 
Rpirit and water may be given. 
This should 
be done cautiously lest -the patient may be 
choked. 
A fter restoration, let the patient be 
kept quiet a: d sleep encouraged. 
The above rules are intended for adoption 
in the case of adults. 
For younger persons 
the force applied should be modified to suit 
the age, “ the operator feeling his way as to 
how little or much he is doing, or may do, 
and regulating his course accordingly.”

CALIFORNIA. 


The Q uarantined 8teaiu**r* M eeting o f 
th e San F rancisco B oard of H ealth. 
S a n F r a n c isc o, June 15th.—The steamer 
A njer Head was thoroughly fumigated to­ 
day and her 806 Chinese passengers vac­ 
cinated. 
No cases of small-pox have been 
discovered yet, notwithstanding which fact 
the Quarantine Officer is not satisfied with 
the sanitary condition of the vessel. 
He 
does not propose to release her from quaram 
tine until some time iu the earlier part of 
next week. 
The Captain of the steamer, 
however, does not seem to be very well satis­ 
fied with the action of the doctor, and dis­ 
claims against what he terms the arbitrary 
quarantine laws ut the port. 
He claims that 
it is unjust to detain him when his vessel is 
in a cleanly condition, and no case of con­ 
tagious disease is on board. 
H e can take no 
action in the m atter, however, as the Quar­ 
antine Officer has full authority, according to 
the regulations of the Board of H ealth, fend 
can detain her as long as he sees fit. 
No new coses have been discovered on the 
Altonower, and Dr. Lawlor is hopeful that 
the violence of the dise&a# has abated. 
If no. 
more of the passenger» breóme affected with 
the disease, the vessel will probably be re­ 
leased in about twenty seven days. 
The Board of Health held a regular month­ 
ly meeting this evening. 
The committee ap­ 
pointed by the Board subm itted a report m 
regard to the subjects of quarantine and 
upon the question declaring Hongkong an in­ 
fected port. 
The report declares, in sub­ 
stance, that the Board has no power to de­ 
clare Hongkong an infected p o rt; that the 
Board is a creation of the Legislature, and de­ 
rives from it all its powers, and no express 
power is conferred npon it to declare ports in­ 
fected. 
The report further states that the 
Board has no power to determine when or how 
long a vessel shall be quarantined, the 
State power being vested in the Quarantine 
Officer. There is not sufficient evidence before 
the Board to justify that body in declaring 
Hongkong an infected port. 
The ample 
powers conferred by the statutes of the State 
on the Quarantine Officer appear sufficient 
for the protection of the city, in the opinion 
of the Board, and has proved so in the case 
of the Altonower. 
The committee favor 
waiting until the assembling of the next Leg­ 
islature, prior to assuming to act under any 
other interpretation of the statutes. 
The 
report was adopted by the Board.

S m ith ’s F e k ry (Pa.). June 15th.—Despite 
the determined efforts of the authorities, the 
Maloney-Weeden fight is a thing of the past. 
The time and location of the contest had been 
kept so shady that but little attention was 
directed to tbo movements of the party, who 
made their way in little groups of twos and 
threes to M cKee’s Rock last evening. 
A t 
the latter place a chartered steamer was ready 
at 10 o’clock to take the .crowd, which num­ 
bered about 200, to the scene of action. 
A 
beautiful Etarli^ht ride down the Ohio was 
unmarked, save a a being particularly orderly 
for such an occasion. 
A t abont 4 o’clock the 
boat touched the shore about 500 yards nn the 
Ohio side of the State line. 
A fter consider­ 
able diecnaaion the scene of the straggle was 
chosen in a large meadow on the property of 
J . W . Cunningham, right on the State line. 
A better spot could not have been selected, 
the inside of the ring being as level as a bill­ 
iard table, and just sufficiently moistened to 
afford a foothold, to say nothing of its con­ 
venience in the case of a heavy back fall by 
one of the combatants. 
THE PBELIMI?iABIES. 
W hen the magic square was formed, Weed- 
en, at 5:25, shied his castor and stripped him­ 
self a moment later, looking around for his 
somewhat tardy opponent, who had not made 
his appearance. W hile waiting for the latter, 
Weeden made several large beis favorable to 
his own Bnccess. 
A fter waiting about fifteen 
minutes, Maloney made his appearance in 
full ring costume, and took a scat opposite 
Weeden. 
Weeden’s seconds were Thomas 
and Evans, while Maloney was handled by 
Lafferty and Burch. Thdmas Brown waa 
choséu as referee. 
Maiocey’s weight was 
132$ pound», an<l Weeden tipped the scale at 
128 pounds, 
lie wore white breaches and 
blue stockirg®, end a belt of the ¿ame color. 
Maloney w rs red, white and bine. 
Weeden 
became impati< nt at M alonty’s non-appear­ 
ance, and complained that he had com eto 
fight, and not to !o< k around. 
As soon as 
both men were in the ring they shook hands, 
aud stood up for the fizht. 


fir st bound. 
The two men walked to the middle of the 
ring, and commenced striking at each other 
without preliminary sparring. 
A few severe 
blbwB were struck, and Weeden went down. 
F irst knockdown claimed for Maloney, but 
not allowed. 
« 
SECOND ROUND. 
A terrible left-hander from Weeden started 
the blood ovtr his opponent’s right eye. 
First blood for Weeden. 
Maloney returned 
the blow by a rap above the other’s eye. 
THIRD ROUND. 
The men went slugging all over the ring, 
winding up with a knockdown by Weeden. 
f o u r th bound. 
Weeden stepped*up to the scratch as lively 
as a cricket, but M aloney’» movements were 
decidedly alow until he got out of his corner. 
He came up puffing considerably, and his 
left eye was getting worse, while his noae had 
begun to swell and bleed. 
The men con­ 
tinued some rapid and 
resounding body 
blows, and fefter a clinch Maloney went 
heavily to grasa, 
FIFTH ROUND. 
0 
The first inoideut was a drive on Maloney's 
already damaged optic, which was closed 
completely. 
This was followed up by a 
rattler in the mouth that filled it with blood. 
Maloney retaliated with several severe blows 
on W eeden’s ears, which, however, did not 
seem to cause aby inconvenience. 
Weeden 
fell underneath. 
8ÍXTH BOUND 
A rap on Maloney's chest was paid back 
with & knuckler on bis opponent’s forehead, 
which drew a little more blood. 
A clincher 
resulted in a fall over the ropes. 
SEVENTH ROUND. 
The men hammered away at each other in 
short order, Maloney dealing his blows 
mostly on W eeden’s ear, ‘aud getting his 
share cf the fun on his left eye and noso. 
Both those organs were in a very dilapidated 
condition, and the 
general expression of 
Maloney’s face was woe-hegone in the ex­ 
treme. 
This round was decidedly in favor of 
Weeden. 
EIGHTH ROUND. 
Several rapid blows on the chest were ex­ 
changed, and Maloney got a telling facer 
without return. 
A few heavy body blows 
were exchanged, and both rolled over. 
. 
NINTH BOUND. 
More heavy fighting ended after three 
minutes in both falling under the ropes, with 
Weeden cu top. 
TENTH BOUND. 
' 
Maloney shows deciffed signs of weakness, 
but led off with one of his favorite powerful 
cracks on W eedsn’s ear, knocking the latter 
to one side. 
Weeden recovered quickly, 
however, and they rapidly exchanged blows 
on the chest, which sounded for the next sec- 
nnd' like the drum departm ent of a May 
festival. 
Weeden was thrown. 
ELEVENTH "BOUND. 
Weeden .came up laughing and bandying 
jokes with the spectators, while M aloney’s 
appearance was lamentable, his face being 
much disfigured and his wiud badly broken. 
Maloney kept bis opponent off fo» a few sec­ 
onds. while ho struggled for breath. 
Then 
Weeden forced the firht, and they struck 
several wild blows, until Weeden went down. 
TWELFTH ROUND. 
Weeden got in three sounding clips in suc­ 
cession without a return—two on the ear and 
one just above the belt. 
The combatants 
then exchanged visitations on the siomacb, 
and the round wound np with Weeden receiv­ 
ing a stinger in the face th at cut up his fore­ 
head in a very noticeable manner. 
THIRTEENTH ROUND. 
Maloney aimed a kicked ore at the other’s 
face, but it was neatly stopped, and the Irish­ 
man acknowledged a noser and two blows on 
the cheBt. 
An attem pt to get his antagonist 
in chancery resulted in a locked fall. 
FOURTEENTH BOUND. 
Maloney p at in his left on W eeden’s cheek 
with terrible effect. 
This was* followed by 
some long-range thumping, and Maloney 
knocked the othor clear off his feet. 
The next three round» were all in W eeden’s 
favor, and his friends were offering odds of 
two to one, with few takers. 
Maloney was 
evidently getting tired out, and his face 
losing all semblance to its original shape. 
In the seventeenth rouud the Maloney 
crowd claimed foul, claiming that their man 
had been struck below the belt, but the 
referee decided otherwise, am ii a great up­ 
roar. 
In the eighteenth round Maloney Fesmed 
loth to leave his corner, while Weeden was 
a* eager for the fray as at the beginLiog. 
However, when the fnen did get together, 
Maloney put in two heavy blows on W eeden’s 
body and a wicked drive on the forehead, 
and before Weeden could retaliate Maloney 
dropped to escapo punishm ent.• 
Another 
claim of foul by Maloney’s backers caused a 
row and a general stampede. 
CONCLUSION OF THE BATTLE—THE PIOHT DE­ 
CLARED A DRAW. 
The rest of the fight, though gamely con­ 
tested by the bruised, bleeding and breathless 
Maloney, was all in favor of Weeden, who 
hammered his man’s body and face with every 
conceivable kind of blow, all possessing one 
point of similarity, in that they were very 
heavy. 
A t the end of the 4 lit round, M aloney’s 
backers, or some of them, rained a yell of 
foul. 
The referee would not allow if, and 
the ring was taken possession of by an ex­ 
cited mob, and two or three impromptu fights 
were in progresa inside the ropes, in which 
the principals and second» boro a hand in the 
center, and Weeden said in a loud voice to 
Maloney, “ Maloney, are you willing to call 
this a draw? 
I don't, w ant to kill a m an.” 
Maloney accepted the situation, and the fight 
w is bo derided. 
The time of tne battle, which was acknowl­ 
edged bv ali to be one of the hottest that has 
taken place for years, was seventy minutee. 
CONDITION OF THE MEN. 
W ith the exception of a bruised right eye, 
Weeden shows no marks cf the ordeal, and 
it is believed he would have been good for 
forty rcunda more. 
Maloney, .on th«i con­ 
trary, is in a pitiablo condition. 
111b eyes 
are both nearly cloaked, his nose and mouth 
badly swollen and hii face ia generally beaten 
black and blue over its entire surface. Added 
to this, his wbeeziug early in the battle 
showed that he was not in good condition, 
and if the fight had continued he would prob­ 
ably have been knocked out of time after 
a few more rounds, especially if of as severe 
a character aa those he passed through. 
He 
was slow in leaving his corner nearly every 
time after the first doz n round», but it was 
from 3heer weakness aud not in consequence 
of any want t f pluck to do credit to the na­ 
tional calor» worn around his waist. 
General regret was expressed by the specta­ 
tors th ^ tth o mill endea in so unsatisfactory 
a manner, and m auy expressions were heard 
of a wish that another meeting be arranged, 
to be fought out to the bitler end, without 
any outside icte; fire nee to spoil the sport and 
prevent the beat man gaining the honors that 
are his due. 
During the row at the concludon of the 
fight, a man whose name waa not learned 
drew a revolver from Ids pocket, which was 
discharged prem aturely and wounded him.
